I wish to thank you and your Union for a financial 
gift to our school at Tappita, Central Province, Liberia, 
West Africa, which enabled us to purchase and send them 
a Jeep, about four years ago. It really did save the 
day for the African children at the village of Tappita, 
about 250 miles from Monrovia, in the Interior. I have 
an enrollment of approximately 100 children, whom we feed, 
educate, and furnish medical care. 


We have a serious budgetary fro^lem there, 
a donation of ss,000 to help us to carrv 'n. 


We need 


The local Highway program here, the center leg, which 
as planned, is causing us to face a relocation problem. It 
is seriously hindering our work, as we have just completed 
a Shoo, 000 addition to the church's constructing of a Day- 
Care Nursery, Gymnasium, etc., down the street from your 
palatial headquarters building, in an underprivileged area 
of the Second Precinct. It seems to me that the Government 
has been derelict and faulty in its planning, which is 
causing a hardship on our church and the people which must 
be relocated without adequate provision being made for their 
relocation. Please read the news report from the Washington 
Post which I am enclosing. 

Mr, Hoffa, I wish you to please express my thanks to 
your Finance Board which will make determination in the 
matter of this donation. The International Teamsters' Union 
has been very generous and has made some wonderful gifts to 
various institutions for the general community welfare. We 
congratulate you very highly for this public spirited atti** 
tude.
